by Narrow Gauge Railway along forest-fringed and turbulent Truckee River to Lake Tahoe, dis- 
tant 14 miles. The swift, new and elegant mail-steamer leaves Tahoe City immediately upon 
arrival of train, reaching Lakeside Park in time for lunch. 

The price of round-trip ticket, from and to San Francisco, including steamer trip around the 
Lake, good for three months, is $16.50. 

3y payment of small additional charge at San Francisco office, return is permitted by way of 
Carson City and Reno, instead of Truckee.
